Civilian employees of the camp 
who are residents of Riverside and 
feel obligated to support their 
county’s drive, added Lt. Kling, 
should make their purchases at the 
Finance Office, for Camp Anza’s 
sales are included with the report 
of that county.

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Indians in War Paint 
Led Paratroop Invasion 

“The Filthy Thirteen” — a 
group of American Indians in full 
war paint — were among the first 
paratroopers to go into action 
when the Allies’ historic Second 
Front opened against Nazi Ger¬ 
many. 

The Indians were members of 
an Engineers’ demolition unit, the 
“Braves,” and wore red and black 
war paint with their heads shaved 
except for scalp locks. In training 
they had taken their name, the 
“Filthy Thirteen.” 

In the initial assault on west¬ 
ern Europe, one of the Indians, a 
full-blooded Yaqui, carried 180 
pounds on his 183-pound frame.

NORMANDY. — The beachhead 
secured, the task at the beginning 
of the week was to cut off the 
Germans in the Cherbourg area. 
All week fighting raged further 
and further across the Cotentian 
Peninsula, with the citadel of 
Montebourg falling to the Ameri¬ 
cans on Tuesday. The next day the 
town of Quineville on the east 
coast was taken in bayonet battle, 
and the entire Nazi lifeline to 
Cherbourg was being submitted to 
violent artillery pounding. 

The last rail line to Cherbourg 
was cut by the Yanks on Friday. 
American troops were led by para¬ 
troops who swam the Douve River 
under fire, to capture St. Sauveur. 

By Sunday, the powerful Amer¬ 
ican 9th Division, the same which 
had routed the Nazis at Bizerte 
in Tunisia, was looking across at 
the west coast from a high point 
only four miles away. And on 
Monday came news that a seven- 
mile wide path had been blasted 
across the neck of the peninsula, 
completely cutting off the Ger¬ 
mans at Cherbourg, making of this 
great Atlantic port of France an¬ 
other Sevastopol. 

The most savage fighting of the 
invasion so far featured a great 
counterattack by the Nazis, an at¬ 
tempt to break out of their trap, 
but mortar fire, artillery, ba¬ 
zookas, every kind of fire power 
that could be brought to bear, 
slaughtered the counter-attacking 
Germans, and their break-through 


attempt failed. 

Months ago, in England, our 
High Command plotted the entire 
Normandy campaign on sand 
tables, picking out the exact spots 
of landing, the progress that 
should be made, and the points to 
be taken. These plans were realiz¬ 
ed to the mile, when our troops 
reached the west coast of the 
Cotentin Peninsula at exactly the 
spot planned, the little town of 
Barneville-sur-Mer. 

ITALY.— On Tuesday the Ger¬ 
mans turned, at Bolsena, 60 miles 
north of Rome, to slow the Allied 
advance, but not for long. By the 
close of the week, the Eighth 
Army was fighting its way into 
Perugia, 85 miles north of Rome, 
while French troops cleared the 
Nazis out of Elba. 

RUSSIA. - From a point 30 

miles from the Finnish city of 
Viipuri, at the beginning of the 
week, Red Army troops fought 
their way against the Finns to 
within 17 miles of Viipuri at the 
close of the week. The Manner- 
heim Line was torn to shreds. Neu¬ 
tral sources reported that the 
Finns would soon surrender. It 
was immediately after the smash¬ 
ing of the Mannerheim line that 
the Finns capitulated to Russia in 
the Winter War of 1939-1940. 

THE NAZI “SECRET WEA¬ 
PON.” —At bay in France, Italy, 
and Russia, the Germans lashed 
out on Friday with their newest 
“secret weapon,” and filled the 


airlanes with great boasts about 
the damage caused and the terror 
brought about by these pilotless, 
jet-propulsion winged bombs. Brit¬ 
ish reports stated there were cas¬ 
ualties and damage, but pointed 
out that these ghost ships were 
more inaccurate than Big Bertha 
shelling. 

With a top speed of about 340 
miles per hour, these bombs with 
snubby wings hurtle in to the Brit¬ 
ish Island at housetop level, some¬ 
times hitting their marks, more 
frequently hitting something else. 
Their value to the Nazis is not to 
be minimized, and apparently a 
proper defense has not been forth¬ 
coming as yet, but it is promised. 

JAPAN. — The Superfortresses 
came, and the war was brought 
home to the Nips. The great steel 
works at Yawata were singled out 
especially for targets, and damage 
was reported considerable, by the 
Japs themselves. These great 
B-29’s, the biggest, fastest bomb¬ 
er in use in this war, took off 
from bases in western China, and, 
flown by veteran pilots, unloaded 
vast tonnages of bombs on their 
targets. 

The same day as the Yawata 
raid, came news of the Yanks’ 
newest landing on Japanese-held 
islands. This time, just 1500 miles 
from Tokyo and the same distance 
from the Philippines, the dough¬ 
boys landed on Saipan, most im¬ 
portant of the Marianas, establish¬ 
ed their beachhead, and in spite of 
fierce tank-supported assaults by 
30,000 Japanese troops, and a 
“freak” amphibious attack in the 
middle of the beachhead by the 
Japs, the Americans had pushed 
half way across the island by the 
first of this week.

Invasion Army 
Geared for Smash 


The troops America sent into 
France in the first wave of this 
war’s great invasion from the west 
formed part of the “best equipped 
Army that ever existed,” in the 
opinion of Brig. Gen. Henry Ben¬ 
ton Sayler, chief ordnance offi¬ 
cer on Gen. Eisenhower’s staff. 

“We’ve got more tools of war, 
gear and spare parts than any 
armed force ever had before,” said 
Gen. Sayler. 

It was the general’s responsibil¬ 
ity to build up the vast stocks of 
guns, tanks and ammunition, 
trucks and spare parts for the big 
smash across the channel. This 
mountain of supplies was stored in 
warehouses, in bomb - scarred 
buildings—and in great piles along 
England’s winding country roads. 

Gen. Sayler, who helped mount 
the North African invasion be¬ 
lieves that the Allies were much 
better prepared for crashing Hit¬ 
ler’s European Fortress than they 
were in the African landings. 

“We went in cold then,” he 
said, “but now we have teamwork 
and we are able to do our work 
with a surprisingly small number 
of men because each man knows 
his job.”
